The fuse 
will be loose inside the end of the cord. 

3) Remove the old fuse and insert a new fuse. 

4) Replace the red cap and the silver tip. The fuse will tighten into place as you 
screw on the cap, turning the cap clockwise. (W hen tightened, the end of the 
fuse will fit into the silver tip, located in the center of the red cap.)
